-EXPULSIONS FUTILE 


Charges Officials There Be- 
lieve Acts Are Approved 
by Washington. 


SAYS ADMINISTRATION 
PUT CALLES IN POWER 


Baltimore Prelate Narrates 
Catholics’ Persecutor’s 
Reception Here. 


In a bitter and ironic editorial in 
the current issue of the Baltimore 
Catholic Review Archbishop Mi- 
chael J. Curley flatly declares that 
Mexican officials are persecuting 
Catholics because they think their 
actions have the approval of Pres!i- 
dent Coolidge and the American 
State Department. 

‘We protest, to President Cool- 
idge and Secretary Kellogg against 


the action of the Mexican bolsheviks 
in expelling Mgr. Caruana,’’ writes 
Archbishop Curley. ‘‘But what’s the 
use?”’ 

“The bolshevik government of 
‘Obregon was kept in office by 
American intervention in 1924. 
President Coolidge sanctioned the 
selling of arms to Obregon and his 
hand-picked successor, Calles. He 
forbade the sale of arms to De la 
Huerta, who in that year made an 
effort to free the Mexican people 
from the terrorism and robbery of 
the bolshevists in power. 

“If Calles is president of Mexico 
today, he must thank the present 
administration in Washington for 
his place and his power. [If the 
bolshev:ks are going forward bra- 
zenly with their destruction of re- 
ligion, if they are treating Catholic 
bishops and priests in the most out- 
rageous fashion, if they are closing 
Catholic schools all over the nation, 
if they are expelling Catholic priests 
by the hundreds after inflicting 
upon them the most hideous indig- 
nities, if they have expelled the 
apostolic delegate, Mgr. Caruana, 
thus further insulting 15,000,000 of 
Catholics of Mexico and our own 
United States citizenship, we have 
no hesitaticn in saying that Calles 
and his bolshevist ministers are do- 
ing so because they feel that they 
have the approval of President 
Coolidge and our State Department 
for their actions.

Rev. W. B. Riley Contends 

That Fundamentalists Have 
Biggest Following. 


Abandonment of the historic Bap- 
tist practice of making baptism by 
immersion a requisite for church 
membership is one of the aims of 
“‘modernism,’”’ the Rev. W. A. Mat- 
thews, of Los Angeles, Calif., de- 
clared at the convention of the 
Baptist Bible Union of North Ameri- 


ca in the Metropolitan Baptist 
church, Sixth and A streets north- 
east, yesterday. 

The Northern Baptist convention 
has already adopted a resolution 
which recognizes baptism by im- 
mersion as the ‘‘scriptural immer- 
sion,”’ he said, and states the possi- 
bility of membership in the church 
without immersion. This action 
was ‘declared at the meeting to be 
another instance of the ‘‘subtlety”’ 
of modernists, which is said to be 
the recognized method of promot- 
ing modernism, 

The Rev. J. Whitcomb Brougher, 
of Los Angeles, who achieved fame 
by marrying Douglas Fairbanks and 
Mary Pickford, was chairman at the 
time of the appointment of the com- 
mittee which drew up the resolu- 
tion, he said. 


Links Money and Modernism. 


The reins of the Baptist Church 
of this country have been taken un- 
der the control of the Rockefeller 
millions and Chicago university, 
which is ‘‘supposed’’ to be a Bap- 
tist institution, he charged. John 
D. Rockefeller, who is a member of 
the Baptist Church, and Chicago 
university, which is largely sup- 
ported by him, are the strongest 
supporters of modernism in the 
church, he asserted. 

The modernist leaders, Dr. Mat- 
thews declared, have taken the 
Baptist Church officially in con- 
trol to the exclusion of funda- 
mentalist pastors both from the 
business of the church, and a place 
on the program in meetings, 
thereby depriving them as far as 
possible of the right of speech. 

The church press, he said, has 
gone over to the modernists in 
most instances. This he laid to the 
influence of money, which he said 

the chief ally of modernism, de- 
scribed by him as the “religion of 
ease.”’ 

It was explained at the meet- 
ing that the chief reason the mod- 
ernists have gained control of the 
church to such an extent is that 
“they have had less to do, and more 
time to assert their own power.” 
The Rev. W. B. Riley, of Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., who presided at yester- 
day’s session, said that fundamien- 
talists, on the other hand, have 
been so busy with the affairs of 
their own churches that the mod- 
ernists ‘“‘in their subtle way’’ have 
gained this extensive control un- 
noticed. 


‘*Have Less to Do.”’ 


The modernist pastors have less 
to do, and “‘more time to organize 
into a bloc, as they have done, be- 
cause they have smaller audiences,” 
he explained. He declared that the 
“great audiences are always found 
at fundamentalist churches, and the 
modernists have never yet suc- 
ceeded in attracting a good au- 
dience.”’ 

*‘Nine-tenths of the Baptists,’’ he 
said, ‘‘go to hear fundamentalist 
preachers." 

The Rev. J. Frank Norris, Fort 
Worth, Tex., one of the principal 
speakers during the present conven- 
tion, has a membership of 10,000 
and the largest Baptist church in 
America, he pointed out. 

The delegates will go on a pil- 
grimage today to the grave of Will- 
fam Jennings Bryan in Arlington 
cemetery. Dr. Matthews was ap- 
pointed as a committee of one to 
make arrangements for the pil- 
grimage. 


Mass Meeting Monday. 


The Rev. George Ragland, of 
Louisville, Ky., declared that 
“Christ was not so much interested 
in teaching as in making disciples.” 
He was therefore, he said, not so 
great a teacher as a preacher, and 
winner of men. 

A mass meeting, to which all 
Baptists are invited, will be held 
Monday evening in the Washington 
auditorium, it was announced. The 
chief attack on modernism of the 
convention will be made there, al- 
though it was announced yesterday 
that “a great many of the enemy 
will robably be in the audience.”’

Members of the House and Senate 
who have visited the White House 
during the last 24 hours are di- 
vided on the question of whether 
coal legislation should be enacted at 
the present session. Representa- 
tives Merritt, of Connecticut, and 
Wyant, of Pennsylvania, yesterday 
told the President they did not be- 
lieve that it would be wise to push 
through the bill designed to give 
the executive power to interfere to 
prevent coal strikes. At the same 
time Representative Treadway, of 
Massachusetts, demanded action 
without delay.

BUT NO ONE ATTEMPTS 
REAL DEMONSTRATION 


Spiritualists Charge Bloom 
Bill Aims to Crush

Can a trumpet be made to float 
through the air and broadcast the 
voice of a dead person, without 
the aid of trickery? .

Contrasting labor conditions here 
with those:in England, which gave 
rise to the general strike, he de- 
clared fhat labor in this country is

Waees he believed fair on the whole 
though in certain lines ‘‘outrageous- 
ly high.”’ 

The law of supply and demand, 
he thought, would take care of in- 
equalities in wages and “‘sooner or 
later bring these matters to a just 
and proper regulation.’’ 


Anual Banquet Held. 


Mr. Gary’s address was followed 
by the reading of numerous techni- 
cal papers prior to the annual ban- 
quet, which was the closing feature 


of the convention, the twenty-ninth 
since the institute was founded. 

“We are at peace with all the 
nations of the globe, and this is 
likely to continue,’’ Mr. Gary said. 
“Labor conditions are generally 
peaceful and quiet, * * * money 
is plentiful, the per capita circula- 
tion is very large, interest rates 
are low, and every responsio»le, 
worthy applicant finds no difficulty 
in obtaining funds for legitimate 
purposes. The banks are strong 
and well managed, the bankers are 
fair and. accommodating, and have 
the full confidence of the general 
public. The people are at work, 
they are disposed to economize, 
they are, in the main, sober and 
law-abiding, and not inclined to- 
ward evtravagance, although there 
are some striking exceptions manli- 
fested in some localities. Asa rule 
wages are fair and. reasonable, 
though in certain lines outrageous- 
ly high. The law of supply and de- 
mand will sooner or later bring 
these matters to a just and proper 
regulation.” 

While expressly stating that 
‘‘there is no desire or intention to 
provoke discussion, much less con- 
troversy, nor to do more than to 
hint at the position and disposition 
of employers in this country,’’ Mr. 
Gary reiterated his stand for the 
‘“fopen shop,’’ which, he said, ‘‘per- 
mits a man to do work whenever 
and wherever he is disposed and 
can agree with his employer.” 

“Employers insist,’’ he added, 
“that labor should always receive 
proper and adequate compensation, 
depending upon the financial ability 
of the employer and the results of 
the business; that the employe 
should be humanely treated; that 
the welfare of the employe and his 
family should be high and of con- 
stant consideration by the em- 
ployer; that his person, his health, 
his comfort should be protected and 
safeguarded; that he should be con- 
sidered an associate and not an in- 
ferior; that so far as practicable 
he should be given an opportunity 
to purchase an interest in the busi- 
ness he is connected with, having 
the same rights, advantages and re- 
sponsibilities and standing on the 
same basis as all other stockhold- 
ers; also that he should be sub- 
jected to the same restrictions con- 
cerning behavior, attitude and ac- 
countability to the laws that relate 
to the employer. 


No Voice in Management. 


“We .do not believe that he 
should be entitled to a voice in the 
management of the employer’s 
property or business unless he has a 
pecuniary interest and correspond- 
ing responsibility. It would not be 
logical or right if one should claim 
and receive, without voluntary con- 
sent of the owner, the right to man- 
age the property or business of the 
latter, without liability or obliga- 
tion for results—whether it be in 
the factory, the shop, the office or 
the dwelling. 

Upholding the right of men to act 
collectively in labor disputes, Mr. 
Gary challenged the recent state- 
ment of labor leaders that many 
employers in this country would not 
permit collective bargaining in be- 
half of employes. Capital gener- 
ally admits this right, he explained, 
although certain employers might 
refuse to participate in negotia- 
tions for labor conditions and terms 
with men claiming to speak for 
groups of workmen they do not 
really represent. On the. other 
hand, he asserted, employers had 
the right to withhold employment 
or to discontinue operation, so long 
as they observed all provisions of 
the laws.

CONFEDERATE PARADE 


Men of Lee and Jackson End 
Annual Reunion With 
Gay Procession. 


BATTLE FLAGS CARRIED 


Birmingham, Ala., May 21 (By 
A. P.).—With battle flags unfurled 
once more, the legions that fol- 
lowed Lee and Jackson moved in 
review here today before an admir- 
ing populace in their annual re- 
union parade. 

The thinning line of gray em- 
braced just a few more than 3,000 
men, the smallest roll call since 
the sixties, and the depleted army 
was said by its chieftain to have 
heen accorded ‘‘the greatest recep- 
tion since the war.’’ 

For hours Confederate veterans, 
their sons and daughters and grand- 
children wended their way along 
the line of march while one of the 
biggest crowds in the history of 
Birmingham looked on. Young 
women dressed in costumes in 
vogue in the sixties furnished an 
atmosphere of other days. 

There were flags which saw serv- 
ice on the flelds at Chickamauga, 
Bull Run and Gettysburg, most of 
them faded and marked by the 
years. Fifteen survivors of Gen. 
Cheatham’s brigade marched atthe 
head of the column behind the po- 
lice escort. Four young women 
carried the colors. Following them 
were eleven women, each represent- 
ing one of the eleven seceding 
States in the Southern confederacy. 

Reserve officers, Spanish-Ameri- 
can war veterans, members of the 
R. O. T. C. and national guardsmen 
helped to swell the number of 
marchers. Besides the Cheatham 
outfit, only one man footed it the 
full length of the route. He was 
J. H. Wilson, a Louisiana Tiger, 
who refused all overtures to take 
a soft seat in a motor car. 

W. Inzer, of St. 

Alabama, almost 
sightless and 90 years old, rode 
in an automobile which bore the 
banner: “Only surviving member 
of secession convention.”’ 

Most of the veterans made merry. 
Some tried to hop, skip and jump, 
others stopped to step off a few 
bars of ‘‘Maryland,” while _ still 
more were busy bowing and waving 
at admirers or trying once again 
to sound the ‘‘rebel yell.’’ 

During the three days encamp- 
ment here three veterans had died. 
Hardly had he finished marching 
in the parade when Noah V. Lovett, 
80, of Ferris, Tex., passed away 
suddenly.

KILLING DAMASCUS — 
CIVILIANS 1S DENIED 
~-BY PARIS OFFICIALS 


| Statement tive London Story 
False and Misleading 
| by Intention. 


REBELS ARE CHARGED 
WITH rine HOUSES 
Noncombatants Warned and 
Evacuated Before Fight, 
Government Says. 


French government today officially 
denied that several hundred civil- 
ians, including women and children, 
|were killed during a bombardment 
|in Damascus, as reported recently 
in the London Daily Express. 


The denial was made in the form 
of a statement issued after an in- 
quiry by the Associated Press as to 
the Daily Express’ story of the 
fighting on May 7. The govern- 
ment’s statement follows: 

“The description by the Daily 
Express as to the military opera- 
tions carried out in the suburbs of 
Damascus on May 7 is incorrect 
and intentionally misleading. The 
facts are as follows: ~— 

“The capture of Soueida and the 
manner in which movements of sub- 
mission had developed among Druse 
notables had driven the leaders of 
the rebels, Sultan El Attrache and 
Chasbandar, to try a surprise at- 
tack on Damascus, meant to serve 
as a counterstroke to the effect of 
the French victory. 


Knew Plan for Attack. 


“The point from which the at- 
itack was to be made was to be the 

This suburb is en- 
\tirely separated from the city and 
stretches to the south of the city 
on both sides of a highway paral- 
lel to the railway from-Hedjaz. It 
Was evacuated almost completely, 
as its civil population had taken 
refuge in Damascus, and it served 
as a rendezvous for bandits, who 
could easily carry on their attacks 
on the railroads from it. 

‘Informed of the presence of nu- 
merous armed bands in Midan, the 
military command decided on a 
cleaning-up operation, which was 
carried out on the morning of May 
7. Our troops found Midan organ- 
ized for defense, with barricades, 
field forts and trenches. 

‘‘Protected by tanks, artillery and 
supporting infantry, our’ troops 
broke the resistance of the rebels, 
who left on the scene of action 53 
bodies and 71 prisoners. 

“It is false that hundreds of peac- 
able inhabitants, including women 
and children, perished in the fight. 
The few civilians who remained in 
the quarter had been warned in ad- 
vance and had evacuated. 


Rebels Fired Houses. 


“A certain number of houses 
were set afire, but, except for the 
redoubts set up by the rebels, this 
was done by the bandits themselves 
who had piled in Midan a great 
quantity of inflammable material, 
such as straw, petroleum and explo- 
sives, with which they intended to 
fire Damascus to aid them in pillage 
and to cover their flight. 


“The military authorities, more- 
over, urgently set to work when the 
fizxe broke out, to fight it with 
Damascus fire brigades which had 
to be protected from the bandits 
by tanks. 

“The French losses were five 
killed and eight wounded. 

“The population of Damascus 
has in various ways expressed to 
the authorities its satisfaction at 
seeing the menace, which hung 
over the city, dissipated.”’ 


What Correspondent Said. 


The correspondent of the Daily 
Express in a dispatch dated May 9, 
said that Damascus had undergone 
a bombardment by artillery and air- 
planes during which more than 500 
civilians, including women and chil- 
dren, about 100 rebels and 20 
French were killed. Three hungred 
homes were reported destroyed. 

The correspondent’s account sald 
that the dissident tribesmen had at- 
tacked some French outposts and 
that about 200 of them took refuge 
in Midan. The next day, the ac- 
count said, 3,000 French troops sur- 
rounded the quarter and summoned 
the people to deliver up the rebels. 
When the inhabitants said they 
were unarmed and could not coerce 
the ,rebels, the French ordered 
them to quit the quarter within an 
hour. 

“Only a few succeeded in leaving 
in time,’’ the account said, ‘‘the 
French then began bombarding the 
quarter. with twelve 3-inch guns, 
four howitzers and a dozen air- 
planes. The shelling lasted un-

It has long 
been an accepted theory of law that 
because of incompatibility a man 
can not serve in two offices at the 
same time. Under the old general 
English law I would feel that ac- 
ceptance of the Federal post by any 
State officer would be impliedly a 
resignation of his State office. I 
do not see how the order can be 
carried out under the law.’”’ 

Senator Goff has had to deal with 
this problem of incompatibility of 
State and Federal service in his 
legal practice, and his position is 
understood to have been sustained 
by the courts. 


Service Impossible. 


With respect to particular cases 
which might arise under the execu- 
tive order, Senator Goff pointed out 
that a sheriff who had accepted ap- 
pointment as a Federal prohibition 
officer might be called upon to give 
a.few hours service to a Federal 
case and during his absence from 
his duties as county officer there 
might be a riot or serious dis- 
turbance requiring his presence. 
The sheriff under these circum- 
stances, Mr. Goff explained, would 
be required to sacrifice his duty to 
the county if he performed his duty 
to the Federal government.

Old Marshal Disillusioned. 


Pilsudski today is a disillusioned 
old man with the greater part of 
his country against him, instead, as 
he was led to believe by his officers 
and the clique who urged him on, 
of having become a conquering hero 
and a beloved and benevolent dicta- 
tor. These officers, themselves now 
thoroughly alarmed, are keeping 
the old marshal almost in imprison- 
ment because, in view of the cir- 
cumstances, they are afraid he will 
break under the strain and desert 
them. 

Pilsudsky has become a mys- 
tery figure in Poland's present 
strife. He is virtually unseen and 
his activities, if any, are hidden un- 
der the thick carpet of the censor- 
ship the guilty officers of the poli- 
tics-ridden army caused to be set 
up while announcing for consump- 
tion abroad that this had been re- 
moved. 

. Poland’s army officers in this ris- 
ing were divided between those who if 
remained faithful to the constitu- 
tion and those who did not. No- 
body knows what will be the out- 
come. Perhaps there are cool heads 
in this nation who know how to 
reunite both the army and the poli- 
ticians. 

As all this is an internal affair, 
neither foreign nations nor the 
League of Nations are enabled to 
interfere or even give advice.

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THE HAUGEN BILL KILLED. 


The defeat of the Haugen bill by the House 
of Representatives is gratifying evidence that 


“The majority of the legislators can not be stam- 


peded into making a raid on the Treasury 
under threat of reprisal from persons repre- 
senting themselves as spokesmen for the 
farmers. The Haugen bill would have appro- 
priated $175,000,000 to boost the price of 
farm products under the pretense that the 


| farmer does not receive his share of the bene- 
| fits of the protective tariff law. 


It is a false 
pretense. Agriculture is better protected by 
the tariff law than any other industry in the 
United States. 3 

The proponents of other bills intended to 


benefit agriculture will now try to obtain legis- | 


lation. The disagreement among farmers 
themselves is reflected by disagreements in the 
House and Senate. Several remedies are of- 
fered, but no one has appeared with sufficient 
prestige as a specialist in the cure of farm 
ailments to command the support of a majority 
of Congress. Each political practitioner gives 
warning that the remedy suggested by his rival 
will kill the patient. 

But progress has been made by killing the 
Haugen bill. Congress is rid of that inequita- 
ble scheme. Now, if the legislators will do 
their best, they may be able to work up a com- 
posite measure which will really help agricul- 
ture without doing injustice to the rest of the 
community.

Complaint is made that the Treasury deci- 
sion to impose additional duties on certain 
steel] products from Germany is another step 
in the direction of unnecessary interference 
with the foreign trade of the United States. 

Section 303 of the tariff law of 1922 pro- 
vides that whenever a foreign country gives a 
bounty or public grant on any commodity pro- 
duced or manufactured in that country and ex- 
ported to the United States, the Treasury De- 
partment is authorized to impose an additional 
duty equal to the bounty or public grant. 

This policy is not political, for it was sub- 
stantially the same in the 1913 tariff law. 
It is justified on the ground that foreign com- 
petition in the American markets might be 
made unfair and the duty imposed nullified, 
whenever a foreign country gave a bonus or 
public grant to producers or manufacturers in 
order to get into the American markets. 

Certain.German manufacturers of steel prod- 
ucts are paid a bounty on exports; and when 
these commodities reach the United States the 
boynty nullifies the American import duty. Te 
meet this, it is an established policy in this 
country to add the amount of the bounty to 
the regular duty. The United States does not 
propose to have its protective law nullified by 
the connivance of foreign governments and 
foreign manufacturers.

THE FRENCH DEBT. 

Before the House ways and means commit- 
tee Secretary Mellon has explained that the 
proposed debt settlement with France provides 
for all that France can be reasonably expected 
to pay the United States; that France’s ex- 
ternal debt must be adjusted before her budget 
can be balanced; and that she is doing every- 
thing possible to solve her financial troubles, 
which are due largely to currency inflation. 

To insist upon too large payments from 
France may imperil the accomplishment of the 
plans for restoring the equilibrium of French 
finances. 

Secretary Mellon informed the committee 
that the settlement of the British debt was 


about 4.6 per cent of Great Britain’s total 


budget expenditures; that of Belgium was 
about 3.5 per cent; that of Italy about 5.17 per 
cent; that of France as proposed about 7.33 
per cent. In other words, the proposed set- 
tlement with France will figure more largely 
in her budget than the debt payments of any 
other country. The proposed settlement will 
take 1.47 per cent of the total national in- 
come of France—a larger per cent than from 
the national income of any other debtor 
country. 

The total payments to be received from 
France will be $3,340,000,000, while the total 
debt is about $6,847,000,000. The present 
value of the debt is about 50 per cent of the 
total debt funded.

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THE AIR COMMERCE ACT. 


President Coolidge has signed the air com- 
merce act placing control of commercial and 
civil aviation under the Department of Com- 
merce. The act provides for an additional As- 
sistant Secretary to take charge of commercial 
aviation. 

Under the provisions of the act the Secretary 
of Commerce has power to regulate interstate 
and foreign aerial traffic, imposing penalties 
for violations of the law. Plans will be made 
at once for the administration of the new law. 

Obviously novel problems will arise in the 
field of commercial aviation, especially in de- 
termining jurisdiction over traffic in States.

sible the ‘‘zoo’”’ in Washington, 
given so many happy hours to children and 
“grown-ups” in the National Capital. The 
original collection of animals, which formed 
the nucleus of the Zoological garden of today, 
was established under his direction in the 
space behind the buildings of the Smithsonian 
institution. It occupied only about a quarter 
of an. acre of ground, and numerically was 


not as large as some of the menageries at- | 
tached to the circuses which made annual | 


visits to Washington. Dr. Hornaday persisted 


in his efforts to gather here a collection of | 


mammals, first confining his efforts to those 
which are native to North America. Some 
were purchased and others were donated. 

It was not long before Congress recognized 


the valuable work performed by Dr. Hornaday, 


and the zoo became a national institution. He 
did not confine his efforts to the building up 
of the collection of living animals, but being 
a taxidermist of no mean ability he preserved 
notable specimens. Through his personal ex- 
plorations of the Northwest the Smithsonian 
collection of stuffed mammals in the National 
museum was greatly enhanced. He personally 
superintended the preparation and grouping of 
the enormous case full of buffaloes, which is 
recognized as the most perfect in existence. 
Dr. Hornaday took personal charge of the 
movement before Congress to secure the enact- 
ment of the ‘‘migratory bird law’’ and the mak- 
ing of the subsequent treaty with Canada 
which have done so much to preserve and in- 
crease bird life. On a recent visit to Wash- 
ington, referring to the migratory bird law, 
he expressed regret that the original act had 
failed to afford protection to the migrating 


reed birds from the pot-hunters of the Potomac. 


marshes, and to the rice birds in the rice fields 
of the South. Rice birds and reed birds are 
bob-o-links in the meadows of the North, which 
change their names as well as their plumage 
when they start their Southern journeyings 
every fall. 

Dr. Hornaday's life has been devoted to the 
betterment of his fellow man. His retirement 
is a cause of deep and sincere regret.

The witness, Mr. Culbertson, was of the 
opinion that paid yepresentatives commonly 
called lobbyists are not only justified but neces- 
sary, in order that members of Congress and 
other Federal agencies may be informed of all 
the facts surrounding any proposed action. 

Chairman Robinson inquired of the witness 
if representatives of industries specially inter- 
ested in tariff rates ‘“‘have been able to dictate 
the rates which have been written into the 
law.’”’ Mr. Culbertson replied, ‘‘No.’’ 

In 1913, during the first Wilson administra- 
tion, a special congressional commission was 
appointed to inquire into this matter, the 
charge being made by the party then in power 
that paid lobbyists were undertaking to dictate 
the rates in the tariff bill. The commission 
made a report in which it stated that nothing 
of the kind was in evidence, and that the sort 


of lobbying that gives information is entirely 
justified.

Chairman Madden, of the appro- 
priation committee, moved to re- 
commit the bill to the agriculture 
committee, and after a long wran- 
gle over whether this motion was in 
order, Representative Mapes (Re- 
publican), Michigan, presiding, was 
sustained in his ruling that it was 
proper. 

At first, on a standing vote, the 
House, 197 to 176, ordered the bill 
recommitted. A vote by tellers 
then was demanded, and by a nar- 
rower margin, 171 to 166, the 
House voted again to recommit, 
members filling up the center aisle 
to indicate their vote. 

The parliamentary way finally 
was cleared for a roll call vote on 
the question, and then, as they went 
on record, enough members switch- 
ed to make the result 182 to 200 
against referring the bill back to 
committee. <A roll call on final 
Passage then was ordered. 

After defeat of the Haugen bill, 
Mr. Aswell attempted to bring up 
his proposal as a substitute, but 
Speaker Longworth ruled it out of 
order in view of the previous with- 
drawal of this measure and the 
Tincher proposal.

The news that Lieut. Comdr. 
William Neal Cogan was to be 
made dean as soon as his retire- 
ment became effective came “like a 
bolt out of a clear sky,’’ it was ex- 
plained, and the faculty members, 
feeling that Dr. Hoofnagle, who had 
been eighteen years a member of 
the school faculty and dean for four 
years, had been treated unjustly, 
determined to leave. 

However, it was explained that 
their actions were merely the cli- 
max to a long period of discontent. 
The Rev. W. G. Summers, regent of 
the school, fias pursued a “policy 
of secrecy” since his appointment 
@ year ago, it was asserted. 

Dr. Hoofnagle had raised the 
school to a B plus rank, it was de- 
clared, and within a few. years 
would have placed it in class A. 
The university has no statement to 
make at present, it was reported.

KILLING ANTS, ROACHES, FLU. 


ERMS tells us that no other | 
social insect has so success-| 

fully reached a dominating | 
position of world-wide distribution 
as has the ant. This may be true, 
but the common house fly is a close 
second. Most people would place it 
easily first. But, beyond question, 
wherever men are ants are. Fortu- 
nately, they carry no disease, else 
the eating of sugar would have 
wiped out the human family a long 
time ago. It is not an easy matter 
to keep from eating a few ants, 
while some savage races like them 
and eat them with intent. 

The ant is a clean insect individ- 
ually and collectively. An ant hill 
as large as a human habitation and 
harboring billions of ants will be 
free from offensive odors and evi- 
dences of filth. ‘Compare the filth 
of a large ant hill on the African 
veldt with a pig pen one-hundredth 
the size. Possibly the sourness of 
ants makes them a poor home for 
bacteria. At any rate, ants have 
never been accused of carrying any 
a But they are very destruc- 
tive. 


The Department of Agriculture 
recommends the following formula: 
Granulated sugar, 1 pound; water, 
1 pint; arsenite of soda, 125 grains; 
concentrated lye, 1 ounce. _ Boil, 
strain and add a little honey. 

For Argentine ants: Granulated 
sugar, 12 pounds; water, at pints; 
crystallized tartaric acid, %4 ounce; 
benzoate of soda, 1-3 ounce. Mix. 
Boil slowly for 30 minutes. Dis- 
solve % ounce of arsenite of soda 
in % pint of hot water. Cool. Add 
to the sirup. Stir. Add 2 pounds 
of honey. 

Both these mixtures are poison- 
ous for human beings and animals. 

A simple method to use in the 
house is as follows: Saturate a 
sponge with sirup. Leave it where 
ants can reach it. When ants cover 
the sponge throw it in hot water. 
Resugar the trap and set it.

To kill them, dust very freely 
with sodium fluoride or some other 


roach powder. Powdered borax is 
a good roach powder. One part 
powdered borax’ and three parts 
finely pulverized chocolate is an- 
other. Cleanliness and light are 
about as powerful as powder in driv- 
ing roaches away. 

Flies are important disease car- 
riers wherever there is any to carry. 
A weak solution of formalin is a 
good fiy poison, according’ to 
Howard. Three teaspoonfuls of 
formalin are added to a pint of milk 
or water, sweetened with a little 
sugar. A glass is filled with. this 
solution. A saucer or plate, lined 
with blotting paper is put over this 
glass. A match stick runs between 
the glass rim and the blotting paper 
at one point. The saucer and glass 
are quickly inverted. As fast as the 
water in the saucer evaporates it is 
replenished from the glass. This 
poison method only works in rooms 
where there is otherwise little water 
and fly food. When water and 
crumbs abound, sticky fly paper and 
fly cord are used with advantage.

EW YORK, May 21 (By A. 
N P.).—Fighting back at the 

cross-roads of a long and col- 
orful career in an effort to regain 
a Challenging position in the light- 
heavyweight ranks, Georges Car- 
pentier, French ‘‘man of destiny,” 
slugged his way through ten tor- 
rid rounds to a draw with the 
youthful California contender, Ed- 
die Huffman, before a throng of 
14,000 spectators at Madison 
Square Garden tonight. 

The three judges failed to agree 
in their verdicts and Referee Eddie 
Purdy voted the match a draw. 

Reeling under terrific right-hand 
blows which sent him staggering to 
the ropes at the close of the fifth, 
seventh and ninth rounds, Carpen- 
tier rallied sensationally in the 
tenth, turning the tide of battle 
with savage rights to the jaw 
which spun the Pacific coast man 
around repeatedly. Both men, 
spent and bleeding at the end, were 
sent from the ring with a tremen- 
dous ovation after a terrific bom- 
bardment had brought the specta- 
tors to their feet in every round. 

Carpentier, drawing upon the ex- 
perience of eighteen years in the 
ring, fought a skilled battle against 
his more youthful and rugged foe- 
man.

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What artificial aids do you 
recommend to. help a player 
grip the club correctly?

HE only artificial aid that will 

help in gripping the club is a 

rubber tip on the end of the 

shaft. This will give you a firm 
grip with the left hand, which will 
stop overswing and give you bet- 
ter control on the stroke. Another 
help is making the grip thinner for 
@ person gripping entirely with the 
fingers, and making it thicker for 
the person who grips in the palm 
of the hand. 

“The other artificial aids are of 
doubtful... advantage, though they 
may help in certain cases. Any- 
thing that helps give the player 
confidence, whether of practical 
value or not, is worth trying, but 
the aids above are the only ones 
I consider really useful from a 
practical standpoint.

PROJECTED BUREAL 
DF SCHOOL HYGIENE 
WINS INDORSEMENT 


Commissioners Hold, Public 
Hearing on Bill Pending 
in Congress. 


MEASURE IS TAKEN 
UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Optional Health Examination 
Feature Is Subjected 
‘to Criticism. 


A bill pending before Congress 
to create a bureau of school hygiene 
to examine physically all pupils of 
public and private schools and to 
provide for instruction of teachers 
and pupils in hygiene, was the sub- 
ject of a public hearing by the Dis- 
trict commissioners yesterday. 

Representatives of the Monday 
Evening club appeared and urged 
the commissioners to support the 
bill, asking, however, that they re- 
quest an amendment removing from 
the bill a provision granting the 
board of education discretion as to 


whether or not hygiene instruction 
should be provided. 

-Criticism of this feature of the 
bill was uttered by Dorsey W. Hyde, 
jr., former president of the club, 
who read a paragraph of the Dill 
which names, as one of the func- 
tions of the proposed bureau ‘“‘to 
provide instruction in hygiene to 
teachers or pupils in the public 
schools when deemed advisable by 
the board of education.” 


Some Who Indorse. 


Mr. Hyde said he could not under- 
stand how the words ‘‘when deemed 
advisable by the board of educa- 
tion’’ crept into the bill. Others 
who urged general approval of the 
bill were Dr. Victor Vaughan, presi- 
dent of the Public Health associa- 
tion of the District; Wallace Hatch, 
chairman of the committee . on 
health of the Monday Evening club, 
and Walter S. Ufford, representing 
the Association for Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. 

The commissioners received a 
comprehensive report on the Dill 
from Dr. William C. Fowler, Dis- 
trict health officer, and took the 
subject under advisement. 

An order was passed by the com- 
missioners to require all District de- 
partments to send their automobiles 
once a month to the municipal auto- 
mobike repair shop for inspection 
and overhauling. 

The bid of the Emory Candle Co. 
of New York to pay $6.65 per hun- 
dredweight for garbage grease ren- 
dered at the District garbage plant 
at Cherry Hill, Va., was accepted. 
About 1,200,000 pounds of grease 
will be sold to this firm during th 
summer. .

BAN ON SOLID TIRES 
LEGAL, SAYS COURT 


Judge Macdonald Sustains 
Ruling to Protect Streets 
Paved With Asphalt. 


The ban on solid tire trucks and 
other heavy vehicles on Sixteenth 
street northwest, and incidentally, 
all other streets included in the 
traffic regulations as barred against 
such traffic, is legal, aecording to 
a decision yesterday by Judge Mac- 
donald -in traffic court. The de-

icision arises in the case of Eaton 


Smallwood, charged with operating 
a solid tired truck on Sixteenth 
street, in violation of the traffic 
regulations. The court found the 
defendant guilty, and will impose 
sentence later. 

Both the new and old traffic 
regulations prohibited the traffic 
of vehicles of certain, weight, in- 
cluding heavy solid tired trucks 
on certain streets because of dam- 
age to the soft asphalt paving. The 
regulations limited the number of 
pounds weight per solid inch width 
of either rubber or steel tire. 

Such regulations were in effect 
in all large cities having asphalt 
paving, long before the coming of 
the heavy automobile truck. Judge 
Macdonald found that the new traf- 
fic regulations prohibiting the use 
of solid tired vehicles on streets 
designated by the director of traffic 
were reasonable and authorized by 
Congress.

Sproul Has Luncheon

NEW SITES SUBGEOTED 
FOR COLORED BATHERS 


Plans for Pools Will Be Sub- 
mitted to Arts Body. 
This Week. 


WILL CARE FOR 101,000 


Two suggestions are forthcom- 
ing regarding possible locations for 
the bathing pool for colored persons 
other than that originaly proposed 
in section C of Anacostia park, as 
the result of conferences between 
a committee from the citizens’ ad- 
visory council and the office of 
public’ buildings and public parks. 
No additional sites for the bathing 
beach for white persons have been 
suggested. 

Alternative suggestions for the 
beach for colored bathers are in 
Anacostia on the north side of the 
Potomac river, south of the Ben- 
nings Bridge road, or in West Po- 
tomac park near the old brewery 
site. Both of these sites are on 
government land. 

The suggestions result from a 
protest over the original proposal 
to locate the colored pool in sec- 
tion C of Anacostia park. The 
joint conference has not yet found 
a suitable alternative for the lo- 
cation of the white persons’ beach, 
the proposed site for which, in 
East Potomac park, near the tour- 
ists’ camp, is objected to also. 

Plans for the pools will be sub- 
mitted to the fine arts commission 
at. its meeting next week. They 
call tentatively for rectangular- 
shaped pools, the area of that for 
the colored persons being about 
41,000 square feet; that for the 
white, 60,000. They will be grad- 
uated to a depth of 12 feet from 
one end to the other, if they are 
rectangular, or from rim to center, 
if oval-shaped. They will be sup- 
plied with filtered water. Con- 
struction will be of reinforced con- 
crete. The beach houses will be 
of tile and stucco of colonial archi- 
tecture. .

ARMY WOULD SELL 
FORTS AND PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR ROUSING 


Davis Opposes Giving Sites to 
the National Capital for 
Park Purposes. 


PROPOSAL IS UNFAIR, 
SECRETARY ASSERTS 


Action on His Plan Is Not 
Probable at Present Con- 
gress Session. 


The War Department's position 
regarding Forts Washington (Md.) 
and Hunt (Va.), retention of which 
is sought by the National Capital 
park and planning commission for 
Washington’s park program, be- 
came known yesterday, when it was 
learned there that Secretary of 
War Davis, while in favor of the 
District having first option to pur- 
chase these properties at their as- 
sessed values, is not in favor of 
their transfer to the District, Mary- 
land, Virginia ‘‘or any one’’ without 
payment. 


It was learned further that in 
the War Department’s opinion, a 
transfer of these properties without 
payment would be regarded as most 
unfair to army personnel now suf- 
fering because of poor housing con. 
ditions, and that these properties 
should be sold and the revenue used 
for construction of proper arm) 
shelter. 

In the opinion of the War Depart- 
ment, members of the army should 
not be made to pay for District 
parks, and that while these prop- 
erties have been listed among those 
for which the department desires 
legislation authorizing their sale, it 
will probably not be forthcoming 
during this session of Congress.
